NASHVILLE, TENNESSEE: Two of 
Nashvilles favorite singers MEL TILLIS 
and HANK COCHRAN are headed to 
court and against each other. It’s all 
over their duet ‘i Wish It Was That 
Easy Going Home’. Mel accuses Hank, 
EMH RECORDS and record company 
official EARL OWENS of releasing the 
recording without his permission, and 
wants $200,000 punitive damages plus 
three times the amount it cost to 
release the record. It seems Mel told 
Hank that he did not want the record 
released due to the inferior quality and 
his own recording obligations to MCA 
RECORDS, and complains that the 
sale of the record will cause him ir- 
reparable harm in the future since his 
fans will be less likely to buy authoriz- 
ed Tillis records and be less likely to at- 
tend concerts and personal ap- 
pearances. This certainly is a 
regretable situation these two have 
found themselves in, as ihey have been 
friends for years.

The man’s record.and records speak 
for themselves. Even though Hank 
laughs all the way to the bank, | believe 
in giving credit where credit is due. The 
man is a legend in his own time. 


NOW THE SCENE SHIFTS TO: 


It all started back in November of 1982 
when THE NASHVILLE INSURANCE 
CO. that created THE GRAND OLE 
OPRY and nutured country music was 
taken over by a Texas-based 
(AMERICAN GENERAL) conglomerate. 
The new owners immediately decided 
to sell off the Opryland theme park, 
The Grand Ole Opry, a country cable 
TV co., and the radio station (WSM) 
that has been broadcasting the Grand 
Ole Opry program live for 58 years. And 
now the Grand Ole Opry entertainers 
are so worried about gathering clouds 
that they are watching American 


General like a navigator-in-a-storm as | 


the Texas-based insurance empire 
plans to find a new owner for Opryland. 
USA. The idea that outsiders might 
take over the institution reverently 
called THE MOTHER CHURCH OF 
COUNTRY MUSIC was enough to 
prompt a CBS-TV news team to visit 
Music City recently, refueling anxiety 
about what would happen if directions 
are altered when the properties change 

hands. “The King Of Country Music’”’, ° 
our own ROY ACUFF, said, ‘| would 
hate to think that some people would 
come in here and maybe put alcohol in 
the park, I’m afraid it would damage us 
very much.” Roy went on to say, “l 
believe a local group should be given 
first consideration because they are 
the people who know about this park.” 
One group of Nashville businessmen 
did put together an offer of $250 
million. It was rejected, leaving the 
home of country music and more than 
half a century of American tradition up 
for grabs in the big business 
marketplace.

beautiful Nashboro Golf Course.

Jerry himself is no 
slouch in the hit Song department with 
several number one hits by ELVIS

by GEORGE JONES, and ‘‘Four In The 
Morning” by FARON YOUNG. Among 
those participating this year were 
MARY REEVES DAVIS, TOMMY CASH, 
COL. MILTON AND MARY JANE COL- 
LINS, DALLAS CODY (‘I Am The 
Dreamer, You Are The Dream’’), WEE 
KING (‘Tennessee Waltz’), ED BRUCE 
(‘Mama Don’t Let Your Babies Grow 
Up To Be Cowboys’), DAVE KIRBY 
(‘Me And You And A Dog Named 
Boo’), DICKIE LEE (“She Thinks | Still 
Care’), JOE ALLISON (‘‘He’ll Have To 
Go”), WAYNE CARSON (‘Always On 
My Mind’), and BOB MONTGOMERY 
(“Misty Blue’). 


After playing to a packed house at Bir- 
mingham’s Rusty’ Spur, singer 
GEORGE STRAIT got on his bus to 
head for Salem, Virginia to do two 
shows at Lakeside Amusement Park. 
When George awoke on the following 
day, he found out that he was in Salem, 
alright...Salem, North Carolina! 
George’s bus driver had received the 
wrong routing information. The mad 
dash that followed lead George and his 
crew through two states to make his 
8:00 p.m. show time, but he did it! 


Did ya’ know that TOMMY LEE JONES 
(played LORETTA LYNN’S husband 
MONNEY in COALMINER’S 
DAUGHTER) is a cousin to BOXCAR 
WILLIE? And did ya’ know that Boxcar 
used to be a Disc Jockey? 


The legendary RAY PRICE believes 
Nashville is against him. It all started 
back in the o0’s when Ray recorded 
“Danny Boy” with a 47 piece or- 
chestra! Music City found this to be 
quite shocking as he was number one 
in the country charts and they felt he 
was Crazy for changing his style! Ray 
felt this approach to recording was 
nothing new as the late JIMMIE 
RODGERS used saxophones, clarinets 
and every other kind of musical instru- 
ment you can think of. Ray once was 
quoted as saying ‘‘Nashville has 





always had this inferior complex, and | 
helped take our city from its underdog 
mentality to the top of the pop charts.” 
He’s still resentful that his biggest all- 
time hit ‘For The Good Times” back in 
1971 wasn’t even nominated for a 
COUNTRY MUSIC ASSOCIATION 
AWARD. Ray has suggested that the 
talent agents are perhaps the ones 
that rule the votes and feels that he 
was also blacklisted at the Nashville 
labels at one time. He may be right, 
Nashville may not be crazy about Ray 
Price, but he still packs houses where- 
ever he plays and he’s still one of my 
all time favorites! 


During Fan Fair week here in Nashville, 
my friend FARON YOUNG was given 
the International Fan Club Organiza- 
tion’s highest honor: THE TEX RITTER 
AWARD. He tearfully accepted the 
fan’s award following his excellent 
banquet show for IFCO.

I didn’t know about tours and busses 
and personal appearances back then, 
Ernest, and did you know that occa- 
sionally when I listened to the Opry and 
you weren’t there, that I was scared to 
death that you were sick or something 
had happened to you! 


Why, Ernest, when I was fourteen, 
you even caused me to run away and 
hitchhike to Nashville to see you. I got 
here on a Saturday and snuck into the 
Ryman Auditorium that afternoon and 
laid down in one of the pews upstairs 
from about two until people started 
coming in for the show that evening; 
§ then I sat up just like those rich folks; 
S and do you know that must have been a 
§ hundred people on the Opry that night 
but the only one I remember was you! 
After the Opry I remember running 
like Hell up to Commerce Street to 
watch the Record Shop Show, and I 
stood right across the counter from 
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you, and the Texas Troubadours and talk 


about Heaven, man, I was there!!! 
You sure did smoke a lot!

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Cookie Lakes Pocus 
Songwriters’ “Clearing House” 


Last summer Cookie Lakes, an executive secretary from the Chicagoland area, 
visited our offices and outlined her plans to become an agent for freelance 
songwriters—in the fashion of literary agents. She felt that many composers and 
lyricists needed a helping hand in order to gain access to music publishers. The 
latter, of course, are often burdened with loads of unsolicited material—much of 
which is not worthy of their attention and valuable time. And because of their busy 
schedules, many publishers are often forced to simply return such material 
unopened. 


Realizing this, Cookie felt that she could act as a “clearing house” for talented, 
undiscovered songwriters—and, in “sifting the chaff from the wheat,” provide a 
valuable service to publishers. And her idea has caught on remarkably well. Many 
Nashville publishers are now accepting material from Cookie on a regular basis, 
and grant her personal business meetings in their offices whenever she is in town. 


She now represents more than a dozen writers from various parts of the country. 
Several have already earned credits through her efforts, and one member of her 
stable has had his music featured on CBS Television in New York. 


Cookie carefully evaluates the commercial possibilities of all material sent to 
her, and is most generous with her advice to would-be songwriters—as to content, 
structure, and the latest trends. We at the Country Music Inquirer think that the 
idea is a good one and we wish her continued success. We'll keep you informed of 
her progress.

His late brother-in-law, Roy 
Tuckadoo, Sr. taught him 3 chords on the guitar. At that time in life he was 
sO poor and money being so scarce he could not buy records to learn songs 
by. He made up his own and did a darn good job, as you will find out when 
you hear him sing. While in the U.S. Air Force he played his music in Lon- 
don, England and Sheyma, Alaska. Being discharged from the USAF in 
1969, he moved back to Middlesboro, KY. He married Sue Hagerman in 
1970. Bob made his home in Middlesboro with their four children. He was 
playing music with his band which goes by the name of Bob Money and the 
People’s Choice Band. Bob was lucky to meet and work for a fine 
gentleman named Jay Brown who believes in Bob 100% and being a fine 
business man and owning his own club, brought him to the attention of 
Bobby Rich who was playing with the STONEWALL JACKSON SHOW at his 
place. Bob Money. is now managed by Jay Brown and is produced by Bobby 
Rich and has signed with the UNIVERSAL ARTIST RECORD LABEL. His 
first record has just been released: “WORK ON IT BABY” B/W “MIDNIGHT 
SUN.” Universal Artist Records expects great things from this fine unique 
talented singer and writer, Bob Money.

The GEORGE MORGAN Story 








The late forties were great years for 
country music, probably the most fer- 
tile period for singers and songs 
ever—the good old days in the truest 
sense of the word. Eddy Arnold was 
King. Cowboy Copas and Ernest Tubb 
were red hot and Red Foley was get- 
ting hot. Hank Thompson and Moon 
Mullican looked like sure bets for star- 


dom. This was Nashville when George 


Morgan first came to the Opry. In the 
next five years, nearly a dozen ALL- 
TIME GREATS launched their national 
careers: Hank Williams, Hank Snow, 
Carl Smith, Lefty Frizzell, Marty Rob-

bins, Webb Pierce, Slim Whitman, 
Faron Young, Ray Price, Jimmy 
Dickens, Kitty Wells. In 1949 there was 
nobody any hotter or more promising 
than George. For a while it looked like 
he might even take Eddy’s crown away 
from him. The world was his oyster but 
somehow he never found the pearl. 


GEORGE THOMAS MORGAN was 
born in Waverly, Tennessee, a small 
town about 60 miles southwest of 
Nashville, on June 28, 1924, to Zach 
and Ethel Morgan. Zach worked for the 
railroad until he lost a leg in a train ac- 


cident just prior to George’s birth. 


This ended his career with the 
railroad and the family moved to Bar- 
barton, Ohio, where he obtained work 
in arubber factory. George by then was 
about three. 


The elder Morgan taught George to 
play the guitar and by the age of nine, 
he was beginning to write songs. He 
also began singing locally while still in 
high school which he did not finish. 


His first professional performance 


was for a New Year’s Eve party when 
he was still in his teens which led to 
his landing an early morning show 
(without pay) on WWST in Wooster, 
Ohio. (Some writers have stated that he 
first workéd for radio WAKR in Akron, 
but it cannot be verified with any ac- 
curacy.) | 


During World War Il, he enlisted in 
the Army, but was discharged after 
serving only three months due to a bad 
eye. He later had several operations to 
correct it but without any success. 


Returning to WWST, he began to 
gain enough local popularity that he at- 
tracted the powers at WWVA in Wheel- 
ing, West Virginia. He joined the 
WWVA Jamboree but less than three 
months later on September 14, 1948, he 
signed a contract with Columbia 
records (two years plus three one-year 
options) and was asked to audition for 
the Grand Ole Opry and was accepted. 
Many feel that he was brought in to 
replace the recently departed Eddy Ar- 
nold since their styles were similar. 


The musician’s strike which lasted 
nearly all of 1948 prevented George 
from recording until January 16, 1949. 
At his first session he did RAINBOW IN 
MY HEART, PLEASE DON’T LET ME 
LOVE YOU, CANDY KISSES and ALL | 
NEED IS SOME MORE LOVIN’. CANDY 
KISSES (which he had written while 
driving one morning to WWST to do his 
radio show was released on January 31 
and within three weeks, it had entered 
the Billboard charts. It went all the way 
to number one, stayed on the charts for 
23 weeks, and sold nearly two million 
copies. It was also a top 10 record for 
Red Foley and Elton Britt but neither of 
their recordings generated the sales of 
George’s version. (To date it has been 
recorded by nearly 30 different artists.) 


RAINBOW IN MY HEART was re- 
leased in March and by the end of 
April, it too was in Billboard, peaking at 
number 8. On April 13, George was 
back in the studio to do DON’T MAKE 
ME SORRY, SILVER RIVER (neither of 
which were ever commercially re- 
leased), PUT ALL YOUR LOVE IN A 
COOKIE JAR and ROOM FULL OF 
ROSES. 


ROSES was released in June and 
went to number 4 in Billboard and was 
on the charts for 12 weeks. George’s 
next session was in August 1949 at 
which time he recorded | LOVE 
EVERYTHING ABOUT YOU, RING ON 
YOUR FINGER, CRY BABY HEART and 
WHY IN HEAVEN’S NAME. CRY BABY 
HEART coupled with | LOVE 
EVERYTHING ABOUT YOU was re- 
leased in September. The A-side went 
to number 5 in October and by 
December the B-side was also at 
number 14, reflecting his great 
popularity. But it was to be short-lived. 


1949 was George Morgan’s year. He 
was on top of the world. He even had 
his own morning show on WSM and 
later a TV show COUNTRY JUNCTION 
on WLAC. Columbia was excited about 
their new find. In November they 
teamed George with then big-selling 
Pop singer Dinah Shore. However THE 
SHOW IS ON THE OTHER FOOT/WED- 
DING DOLLS created little excitement. 
And trouble was about to set in. 
Neither side of his next single charted. 


In August 1949 he married Anastasia 
(Anna) Parigon whom he had met at 
one of his shows in Ohio the previous 
year. The union produced five 
children—Candy Kay, Bethany Belle,

Liana Lee, Matthew Martin (Marty) and 
Loretta Lynn (Lorrie) now a profes- 
sional entertainer signed with MCA 
records. George and Anna were mar- 
ried for 26 years and there was never a 
snicker of scandal about him. In Nash- 
ville, he was always very big—family- 
wise. 


1949 was also the year | first met 
George—at Linebaugh’s restaurant on 
lower Broadway in Nashville. It was a 
popular hangout for a lot of the Opry 
stars in those days. | was then in my 
late twenties and hadn’t been here too 
long myself. At that time | was record- 
ing for a lot of little labels like FOR- 
TUNE, BULLET and TENNESSEE, do- 
ing the type of songs that have caused 
many writers to refer to me as a 
pioneer (if not the big daddy) of Rock 
and Roll music. 


But | was having a lot of difficulty 
getting anybody in Nashville to listen 
because | was definitely not the typical 
country singer. Finally | left Nashville 
and moved to Detroit where the au- 
diences were more in tune with what | 
was trying to do. It wasn’t until 1952 
that | returned to Music City at the per- 
suasion of Webb Pierce, who saw me 
perform in a club in Detroit and wanted 
me to play piano for him and front his 
show. Right after moving back, | 
opened up a club on Commerce Street 
and | also did a lot of session work for 
many of the big names _ including 
George. | believe | played the accordian 
on some of his sacred songs. | really 
hadn’t gotten to know George that well 
back in 1949 but now we became very 
good friends. | even worked a lot of 
Opry shows with him. 


1950 and 1951 were both disappoint- 
ments for George, record-wise. There 
were three recording sessions and four 
releases in 1950 and not one of them 
charted. He recorded twice in 1951 and 
from the second session came Jack 
Toomb’s immortal ALMOST. However 
the company kept it in the can for near- 
ly four months before they released it. 
It went to number 2 in Billboard and 
stayed on the charts for 21 weeks. 


In those days George was often com- 
pared to Eddy Arnold. He always took it 
all in good humor. He even told an in- 
terviewer once, “I tried as a youngster 
to pattern my style after Eddy more 
than any one else. I’ve been accused of 
it many times. A lot of people think 
we’re related. But | always tell them 
there are a million differences between 
us. They’re dollars and Eddy has them 
all.”’ 





After ALMOST, there was another 
dry spell—this one lasting seven years. 
Of course the advent of Rock and Roll 
didn’t help George’s situation much 
either, but his material kept getting 


worse and worse—even a teaming with 


Pop singer Rosemary Clooney in late 
1952 didn’t help his career. 


In August, 1953, George became the 
first country singer to perform with a 
major symphony orchestra when he 
worked with the Nashville symphony. 


With the exception of a few scattered 
records (none of which charted) his 
recording career continued to decline 
although he did sell well enough to 
keep Columbia interested. But his 
popularity at personal appearances 
and at the Opry continued to be at a 
high level. That’s the way it is (or was) 
with country singers. Once a fan ac- 
cepts you, your popularity is assured 
for life. 


In the mid and late 1950’s, George 
tried his hand at doing some strictly 
Pop records—most notably Marty Rob- 
bins’ THE TEARS BEHIND THE SMILE 
and his own OUR SUMMER VACA- 
TION. Nothing happened. George never 
tried R&R. Frankly | don’t think he lik- 
ed it and he always insisted it was just 
a passing fad.

In. 1959 he had a big hit with I’M IN 
LOVE AGAIN which went to number 3 
and stayed on the charts for 23 weeks. 
The following year he had another 
smash with YOU’RE THE ONLY GOOD 
THING THAT'S HAPPENED TO ME 
(also written by Jack Toombs) which 
went to number 4 and stayed on the 
charts for 20 weeks. Sandwiched in 
between those two giants was a two- 
sided chart record of LITTLE DUTCH 
GIRL and THE LAST THING THAT | 
WANT TO KNOW. Then there was 
another dry spell. 


Finally he clicked again in 1964 but 
of the three charted records (ONE 
DOZEN ROSES, ALL RIGHT I’LL SIGN 
THE PAPERS and TEARS AND ROSES) 
none went higher than top 20. He 
recorded an album with Marion Worth 
from which was pulled the single, SLIP- 
PING AROUND but it only went to top 
20. In 1965, he had A PICTURE THAT’S 
NEW but it barely made top 30. 
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With the legendary comedian, Rod 
Brasfield 


George left Columbia in 1966 and 


moved to Starday in 1967. For them he 
had five chart records in the next two 
years but none went above top 40. The 
titles were | COULDN’T SEE, SHINY 
RED AUTOMOBILE, BARBARA, LIVING 
and THE SOUNDS OF GOODBYE. 


He switched to Stop records and for 
a while it looked as if he might make a 
comeback. LIKE A BIRD went to 
number 30 and LILACS AND FIRE went 
to number 17. Both were exceptional 
songs that should have done much bet- 
ter. 


Then he signed with Decca (now 
MCA) but with little real success. GEN- 
TLE RAINS OF HOME made it to 
number 65, MAKING HEARTACHES to 
number 62, MR. TING-A-LING to 
number 56 and RED ROSE FROM THE 
BLUE SIDE OF TOWN tonumber 21. By 
this time he was working with Little 
Roy Wiggins, Eddy’s steel man from 
the forties. 


‘His last recordings were for FOUR 
STAR records with Joe Johnson. There 
were two chart records: IN THE MISTY 
MOONLIGHT (Feb. 1975) and FROM 
THIS MOMENT ON which charted 
posthumously in JULY. 


The smal! number of real hits that 
George had in his 25 year+ as a re- 
cording artist has puzzled many in this 
business whose business or hobby it is 
to study such things seriously. It must 
have puzzled George too (as it does all 
of us performers). But through all the 
“ups and downs,” he never lost his 
philosophical attitude about it all. 
Nobody ever remembers seeing 
George in a bad mood and among his 
fellow performers, there was probably 
no one more loved or respected. | never 
heard a bad word said about George 
from anyone, and in this business, that 
is a phenomenon. 


| cannot write about George without 
mentioning his incredible sense of 
humor. And he was a great practical 
joker—about the worst | ever saw. 
There were no limits to what he 
wouldn’t do to play one on somebody. 
He was also an avid fisherman and he 
loved to hunt. George was a very in- 
telligent man who used perfect gram- 
mar and had a beautiful speaking 
voice, a very well-read man who could 
converse knowledgeably on nearly any 
subject. And his appearance was 
always immaculate. 


George was also a good man in 
every sense of the word. He was never 
to busy to donate his time to worth- 
while causes. | remember once he was 
the chairman for the Middle East Ten- 
nessee chapter of the Arthritis Founda- 
tion. 
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On May 26, 1971, George suffered 
heart failure while working on a CB 
antenna on top of his house in 
Madison, Tennessee. He was hospital- 
ized for several days but was then 
allowed to return home. His last Opry 
appearance was on his 5ist birthday. 
The following Monday, he underwent 
surgery and he died from complica- 
tions five days later on July 7. 


George died within weeks of Lefty 
Frizzell, his old Columbia stable-mate. 
For the first time since | had quit drink- 
ing and joined AA in 1972, | almost fell 
off the wagon. Those two deaths hit me 
hard and | didn’t even bother to try to 
hide my tears. : 


The funeral mass (George had con- 
verted to Catholicism at the time of his 
marriage) was held at St. Joseph 
Catholic church in Madison and he 
was buried in Hermitage Memorial 
Gardens. 


“Whitey” as all of his friends affec- 
tionately called him was a true legend 
in country music, a one of a kind man 
and talent. It doesn’t seem possible 
that nearly a decade has passed since 
his death. In my opinion, he will one 
day soon be elected a member of the 
CMA Hall of Fame.

BOBBY CARAWAY. It’s a name you’re going to be hearing a lot in 1983. This talented 
singer/songwriter has just released his newest single, DR. JONES, on the Judd Record label and it 
looks chart bound. 

Not only does Bobby have his own unique style of singing, but he plays great lead guitar and heis 
a gifted songwriter. A few of his credits include A GOOD OLE COUNTRY SONG for Boxcar Willie, 
FROM A LITTLE FLIRT for Doug Kershaw in addition to COMING DOWN ALONE and PRIDE OF 
WYOMING For himself. : 

As a performer he has traveled with his group THE TROUBLES and played many road shows ap- 
pearing with such country greats as David Houston, Alabama, and David Rogers. Not long ago he did: 
a guest appearance at the world famous Possom Holler in Nashville.

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Boudleaux and Felice Bryant go way back in Nashville. Back to when 
Country music was really country. Back to when a hit song was really a hit 
song; back to when everything was not all hype in the industry. In the late 
1940’s and early 1950’s, they and Fred Rose were the only real professional 
songwriters in Music City, in the sense that they could tailor a song to any 
artist’s specifications. 

Since 1949 and Country Boy with Jimmy Dickens, they have probably had 
close to 2000 recordings and sold a quarter of a billion records. 

Carl Smith and Jimmy Dickens both built their careers primarily on songs 
written by the Bryants. Carl did Hey Joe (also a big pop hit for Frankie Laine), 
It’s A Lovely, Lovely World (a recent hit for Gail Davies), Back Up 
Buddy, Just Wait Til I Get You Alone and Our Honeymoon. 

Jimmy recorded Bessie The Heifer, Out Behind The Barn, Family 
Reunion, It May Be Silly, Hot Diggity Dog, If It Ain’t One Thing, 
It’s Another, Making The Rounds, Waitress, Waitress, andagreatly 
underrated There’s No Place Like Home For Christmas. And 
sandwiched in between all those novelties was that classic of classics, Take 
Me AsI Ami. It was also a hit for Ray Price in 1967 and recently again for Bobby 
Bare. Bob Dylan even recorded it. Jimmy also had the first recording on We 
Could which Charlie Pride took to number one in the 1970's. 


In the early 1950’s, the Bryants also wrote Somebody’s Stolen My 
Honey for Ernest Tubb, Midnight for Red Foley, No One Knows That 
Better Than Me for George Morgan, The Highest Bidder for Hank 
Snow, I’ve Been Thinking, How’s The World Treatin’ You and The 
Richest Man for Eddy Arnold, I Wish They Would for Minnie Pearl, 
Country Gentleman for Chet Atkins, A Change Of Heart and I'd 
Rather Stay Home for Kitty Wells, Business Man for Bill Carlisle, You 
Weren't Ashamed To Kiss Me Last Night for Ray Price and Hawk- 
eve for Bobby Lord (Frankie Laine had a smash hit onit in Britain in 1955). And 
for Tony Bennett they wrote that fantastic Have A Good Time. 

In 1957, the Bryants suddenly found themselves writing for the teen market 
and they did it spectacularly. Bye Bye Love (which had been turned down 
numerous times before the Everly Brothers recorded it) was a Country and 
Pop smash, selling over 2 million copies in the process. (Webb Pierce also hada 
top 10 country record of the song). They came right back with Wake Up, 
Little Susie, All I Have To Do Is Dream, Bird Dog, Devoted To 
You and Problems for the talented boys. All were big country and pop 
records and all sold millions of copies. Glen Campbell and Bobbie Gentry hada 
big country and pop hit on All Have To DoIs Dream in 1970. It has beena 


hit for many others as well. Total sales on that song is now somewhere around 
15 million. It has also won a million performance award for airplay. The Everlys 


also had hits with Like Strangers (a recent hit again for Gail Davies) and 
Take A Message To Mary. 

In the late 1950’s, they also had asmash country hit with Jim Reeves on Blue 
Boy. In 1960 Bob Moore sold over a million records of México in Germany 
alone. The Browns had Margo (9th of May) and Teen-ex. Both of those 
songs were exceptionally well-written. Bob Luman had a million seller with 
Let’s Think About Living and the following year Skeeter Davis had a big 
country hit with Our Last Date. (The melody was written by Floyd Cramer). 
Don Gibson had a minor hit with So, How Come (a very clever song). 

In 1963, Eddie Albert (the actor) recorded their finest song ever - artistically 
speaking - Fall Away. Someday that song is going to be a smash hit for 
someone. What a great song it is. Tex Ritter also did a recording of it. 

In the middle and late 1960's, the Bryants hit big with Before The Ring On 
Your Finger Turns Green by Dottie West (1965), Baltimore by Sonny

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James (1964), I Love To Dance With Annie by Ernie Ashworth (1964), 
She Wears My Ring and Raining In My Heart both by Ray Price (1968 
and 1969), Rocky Top and Tennessee Hound Dog both by the Osborne 
Brcthers (1968 and 1969). Lynn Anderson also had a hit with Rocky Top in 
1970. Bob Luman had nice records of Big River Rose and Old George 
Dickel, Sue Thompson recorded Willie Can and My Hero among others, 
Don Gant did Hello, Mrs. Brown (a nice one), Ralph Emery did 
Christmas Can’t Be Far Away (another good song), Burl Ives did a 
marvelous job on both Hollow Words and Frangipani -- two exceptionally 
well-written songs. Robert Mitchum, the movie actor, did an album for 
Monument in the late 1960’s and he recorded several good Bryants songs -- 
That Man Right There, Wheels, Ricardo’s Mountain and In My 
Place. Tex Ritter had nice recording of Just Down The Road and Papa 


Too. Leroy Van Dyke had a mediocre hit with another really good song, 


Roses From A Stranger. 

In the 1970’s, the Bryants had hits with Roy Clark and Come Be My Love, 
Georgia Pineywoods by the Osborne Brothers, Penny Arcade by 
Christie Lane and a big pop hit of Love Hurts (which ironically had been 
written back in 1960). 

Some other songs that are just excellent include Lady Of The House, 
Mrs. And Mrs. Smith, Blueberry Pie, January, After The Rains, A 
Brand New Heartache, Making Love To A Stranger and a personal 
favorite, I'll Light A Candle. 
~ What a contribution the Bryants have made to the industry. And they are still 
creative and prolific writers and will undoubtedly have many, many more hit 
records before they decide to quit.
